To the boys in the Cotton} 
Club we would offer a word of 
caution just here about plant- 
ing cotton too early. This is} 
Tuesday morning, April 7th, 
and unseasonably cold. Cot-, 
ton will not germinate in a cold 
wet ground, and you should 
wait at least 5 days after it be- 
gins to get warm before plant- 
ing. You might have planted 
on this date last year and made 
good crops, but it was consid- 
erably warmer this date last 
year, and if you followed the 
same practice this year you 
might not get a good stand, 
and the stand you would get 
would be so weak from the cold 
that most any kind of disease 
waquld kill the young plants out 
until later in the season when 
sure enough cotton weather 
comes, you would have only 
about a fourth of enough cot- 
ton on the ground and these! 
stalks would be mostly runts. | 
Good cotton planting weather} 
is when you can sleep without 
cover. Remember boys,-there 
is not one set rule for-farming ; 
we must be guided by the sea- 
sons and conditions and use 
our own mother wit as to the 
best time and method of doing

caution just here about plant- 
ing cotton too early. This is} 
Tuesday morning, April 7th, 
and unseasonably cold. Cot-, 
ton will not germinate in a cold 
wet ground, and you should 
wait at least 5 days after it be- 
gins to get warm before plant- 
ing. You might have planted 
on this date last year and made 
good crops, but it was consid- 
erably warmer this date last 
year, and if you followed the 
same practice this year you 
might not get a good stand, 
and the stand you would get 
would be so weak from the cold 
that most any kind of disease 
waquld kill the young plants out 
until later in the season when 
sure enough cotton weather 
comes, you would have only 
about a fourth of enough cot- 
ton on the ground and these! 
stalks would be mostly runts. | 
Good cotton planting weather} 
is when you can sleep without 
cover. Remember boys,-there 
is not one set rule for-farming ;

COVINGTON SHERIFF 
NOT GUILTY.

Impeachment of J. Nat Liv- 
ings, sheriff of Covington coun- 
ty, failed’ when the supreme 
court.of Alabama by a vote of 
five to two Friday acquitted 
the Covington official of all 
charges brought by the state 
through the grand jury of Cov- 
ington county.
